Of Jesus to be Honored 
Durlns the Present 
Month.. 



T. P. O'Connor. M. P.. in his review 
of John D. Bockefeller's "Random 
Remintsencea of Men and Events 
calls th( book "The Apologia of M 
Rockefeller." His scathing words are 
attracting attention on both sides of 
the Atlantic. This is n sample of 
what he has to say: ' Iniiiirine the 
^fa^q^li.s of Clnnricarde sittinu' down 
to prove to an expectant world thnt 
he has always l>eeii one of the best 
of Irish '.andlords-that bis stnipfrles 
with bis tenantry have all been mis 
understood and were inspired solely 
hv n desire for their good. Imaarine 
him setting forth this astoundinu 
Rfory with a perfect absence of any 
sense of self-reproach; with the 
calm, tranquil aelf -assurance of 
good man dolnar good to everybody: 



Jtne is a month devoted to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus in a special 
manner.

communion. The month will be re- 
ligiously oiiserred by the faithful in 
this diocese. 

The special devotion to llic IK'url 
of Je»UH, which is now so popular in 
the chureh, owes its origin to a 
French Visitation nun, the Blessed 
Maisgaret Marjr Alacoque, who liveii 
in the latter part of the seventeenth 
century. Her biographers relate thnt 
our Lord ajipeared to her and de- 
hired that this worship was most 
acccptalile to Him. Her director, the 
noted .lesuit. Father de la Cidum 
biere, jireached the devotion at the 
court of SI. .lames aud zealously 
propafjated it elsi-wlnoc. 

In ntij Pope Clement Xlll. per- 
mitted several churches to celebrate 
the feast of the Sacred Heart, but 
not until 18S6 was it extended to the 
whole eburch.
